And the time 
will soon come when the man who 
uses them as applied to the Union 
soldiers wilt be looked upon with 
the same contempt and scorn as 
one who would speak reproachfully 
or disrespectfully of the soldiers of 
the Revolutionary war, the war of 
1812, or the Mexicm wai. The 
country cherishes iUMtriocic dead. 
The tumuli that cov«{ their mortal 
remains sre ‘acred spAts to til good 
men and women. For their living 
comrades there should be no sen¬ 
timent other than the broadest 
charity and warmest affection.
